Convenience of Travel 


In Japan, the railroads are doing a brisk 
business luring customers away from 
airlines. Customers are abandoning air 
travel in favor of high-speed rail service. 
Certainly there are no Reading Lines in 
Japan. 
On the Tokyo-Osaka run, the load factor 
of Japan Air Lines dropped almost m half 
when the competing railroad speeded up to 
more than 100 miles an hour — still con­ 
siderably slower than air travel. The loss is 
concentrated entirely on relatively slow 
runs. On longer routes, the airlines main 
tain their passenger position. 
The big lesson is that rail service can 
attract passengers when the service is 


adequate and convenient. Trains run from 
center city to center city. They run in all 
kinds of weather. Airplanes leave from 
distant and often inconvenient airports. 


This is the whole point of the Japanese 
success story. Travelers added up total 
time, plus convenience and lower cost. A 
deciding factor was the elimination of the 
tedious trip to and from airports through 
dense traffic. 


It is not unreasonable to contend that this 
would happen here if high speed trains 
becam e available for short distance travel 
No one suggests that long-range air routes 
are now- in danger of ground competition. 


Grizzlies Miss Foodpile 


Grizzly bears in Yellowstone National 
Park — their last major range in the United 
States except in Alaska — have a problem 
that could dismay anyone. It is garbage. 
In 1989, Yellowstone officials decided to 
elim inate the dumps where park cam pers 
had been taking their garbage. The bears 
bad gotten used to these dumps as a prin­ 
cipal source of food and when they were 
closed the grizzlies had to forage clseu here. 
It. now comes down to disagreem ent bet­ 
ween the U.S. Department of the Interior 
and the Fund for Animals. Spokesmen for 
the fund say the dumps should have been 
eliminated gradually, giving the bears, tim e 
to get used to finding food elsewhere. 
Interior people say the best way w as to 
close the dumps immediately, forcing Hie 


bears to stay away from the cam pers and 
th eir food. A fund official reto rts that 
closing the dumps caused last year the first 
killing of a Yellowstone cam per by a grizzly 
recorded since 1918. 
Ordi n aril v when some kind of a n i n i a I i sin 
trouble, conservationists, nature lovers and 
the like can be depended upon to rush fier­ 
cely to its defense. There m ay be a little 
apathy to overcome in this case, however, 
because of peculiar circum stanees. 
The fact is that although they m ay be 
starving in Yellowstone, the grizzlies are 
not on an endangered species list. They 
w ere on in 1987, hut were rem oved in 1989 on 
the grounds that Alaska and Canada had 
enough of the big bears to preclude listing 
them that wa v.

Salt Shakes Fish in Saltón Sea 


An 
accident turned into a 
r e c r e a tio n 
a rea . 
Southern 
California's Saltón Sea has a salt 
problem. 


Once a barren sink basin, the 
blue 450-square-mile “sea" in the 
lush Imperial Valley was filled 
with w aters that flowed through a 
break in a Colorado River levee 
68 years ago 
Salt leached from the soil and 
in ad eq uate outlets make the 
Saltón's waters more briny than 
the ocean's. But they provide a 
bone-dry country with excellent 
water sports — fishing, boating, 
and water skiing In the 1950’s, 
fish transplanted from the Gulf of 
C alifornia to the Saltón Sea 
thrived in their new environment 
and turned it into an angler's 
paradise. 
Now, however, the heavy salt 
runoff from nearby agricultural 
lands and the high quantites of 
salt 
naturally present in the 
inland sea — actually a lake — 
have combined to endanger fish 
eggs and larvae. 


The fake loses water through 
evaporation and gains it from 
drainage of nearby irrigation 
sy stem s. 
R ivers which flow 
through 
arid 
lands pick up 
m in eral 
salts from the soil. 
Without enough rain to wash it 
sw eet, desert soil becomes loaded 
with salt. 
“ At the present rate of increase 
of salt in the Saltón Sea. the point 
of no return should 'be' reached in 
the mid-1970's, followed by sharp 
drops in reproductive and growth 
r a tes." 
warns a government 
official. 
A recent proposal calls for a 
"lake within a lake" to save the 
fish. Under the plan, som e 50 
square m iles of the Saltón Sea 
would be diked Such a control 
area would be equipped with a 
system that could remove 5 4 
million tons of salt from' inflowing 
water each year and recirculate 
the purified water into the main 
body of the sea 
Known to early settlers as, part 
of the “Great American Desert," 


the Saltón Sink in ancient time* 
was covered by a northwarc 
extension of the Gulf of Cali for 
nia. Fossil oyster shells have 
been found in the surrounding 
rocks. 
Resort owners on the Saltón » 
shores never cease to admire the 
wonder of “all that water in the 
middle of the desert.” 


One oldtimer describes it as t 
"crazy place where pumice float? 
and ironwood sinks. One minute 
the water is glassy calm Then ; 
wind sw eeps down the moun 
tains, and in five minutes the sea 
looks angry and green, with 
whitecaps four feet high. 
# 
"In sum m er the electrical stor­ 
ms are terrifying. But they are 
beautiful. We sit on our porch and 
watch them like a show. The w ind 
strikes almost with hurricane for­ 
ce. Rain falls in sheets, and the 
dry washes run with water three 
feet 
high. Twice out here I 
have seen a a blue moon; I didn’t, 
believe there was such a thing."

It would seem that declarer 
must go down one against 
proper defense, but South 
played the hand exceptionally 
well and wound up making 
three notrump.

Had East taken 
the trick with the queen, South 
would have scored nine easy 
tricks by later forcing out the 
ace of spades.

But East took the ten with the 
queen and returned the nine of 
dubs.
